I herewith present my second annual report as Su- 
perintendent of the Schools of Piermont.

The above figures show the size of the schools and 
feestecord of attendance for last years Vhe number of 
cases of tardiness was far greater than necessary. It is 
bad for the school and bad for the child when a pupil 
comes in late. We want our boys and girls to grow up 
with a strong sense of responsibility, and the habit of 
promptness is one of the essential factors in developing 
this ideal. 

This year the enrollment has been 86. The follow- 
ing are the teachers: Village Grammar, Josie M. Fad- 
Sema illage Primary, Evelyn Little; River Road, Ethel 
W. Lang; Brook Road, Muriel L. Hardy; Rodimon, Vel- 
ma C. Campbell. 

During the last few months there have been made 
several improvements at the Village School. The out- 
side has been painted and the ceilings inside whitened. 
Miitere Mave also been installed electric lights and the 
most modern type of window shade for light control. An 
oil stove has been provided so that it is now possible to 
have a hot dish to serve at noon. This serving of some- 
thing hot with the lunches has been the custom in the 
other buildings for some time. 

Attention of those parents, who will have children 
old enough to enter school next fall, is called to the vac- 
cination law. This law requires all children attending 
school to be vaccinated. Exception is made in the case 
of those who are excused by the Board of Health as phy- 
sically unfit.
